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WILL RUN AGAIN. 
Mr. Cleveland Gives Expression 
to His Views 


AND WILL. ACCEPT RENOMINATION 


Put isin Favor of a Constitutional Amend- 
ment Limiting the Presidency to One 
Term—Other Political News. 


W AsHINGTON, April 23.—fSpecial. ]--If there 
ever was any ground for the recent rumors 
that President Cleveland would write a letter 
declining renomination, they have now all 
been dispelled, for I have it from undoubted 
authority that while. he will not seek .renomi- 
nation, if it be tendered him, of which there 
is no doubt, it will be accepted. This infor- 
mation is furnished me by a southern sena- 
tor who, while he does not entertain similar 
views with Mr. Cleveland on. the. tariff 
question, is nevertheless on as intimate terms 
with him as any other member of that body. 
The senator in question was in conference 
with Mr. Cleveland on Saturday eyening, and 
the president’s views as they were expressed 
to him, are as follows: 

Mr. Cleveland stands where he did 
when his letter of acceptance was 
written. He thinks there should be a constitu- 
tional amendment against a second term. He 
will, for this reason, make no efforts whatever 
for renomination, but if the democratic party 
should tender him a renomination, he will 
fulfill his duty to the party by accepting. In 
conclusion, the senator to whom I refer, but 
whose name it would hardly be proper to men- 
tion, said: 

“Mr. Cleveland is undoubtedly the choice of 
the democratic party, and will, in my opinion, 
be unanimously renominated. When nomina- 
ted he will fee] it his duty to obey the call and 
will accept.”’ 

GENERAL BUSINESS MATTERS. 

While the river and harbor bill was under 
consideration in the house todav, Judge Crisp, 
in the absence of Mr. Norwood, asked unapi- 
mous consent to return to the Georgia section 
of the bill, which was passed Saturday,.in order 
that he might offer an amendment to increase 
the appropriation for Savannah harbor, Ob- 
jection was, however, made, and the only hope 
Sayannah can now huve fs that when it goes 
to the senate, Senator Brown, will: succeed in 
talking on an amendment tefeasing the ap- 
prdpriation. Segator Brown’ is already work- 
ing for this among his brother senators. 

The tarii¥ reformers in the house have come 
to the conclusion that the recent speech of the 
Texan ‘‘premier”’ is the greatest card they 
will have this session, and for that reason have 
already subscribed for 154,000 copies of it, with 
which to flood the country. Besides this they 
have ordered 290,000 copies of his report on 
the bill, which will be distributed in the same 
manner. They are alsomaking efforts to have 
the democratic congressional campaign com- 
mittee send out copies of the speech, which 
will probably be done, as particular pains was 
taken to have that composed of free traders.

INVESTIGATING THE TRUSTS. 
Pennsylvania Railroad Officials Summoned 
to Give in Testimony, 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The house com- 
mittee on manuf fires today resumed jts in- 
guirv into the sujet of trusts. Before taking 
upthe inquiry Mr. Scott, represefting the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, read a sub- 
pona which had been seryed upon that com- 
pany, calling for the appearance of about ten 
of iis principal ofticers, and the production of 
a large number of contracts between the Penn- 
syivania and other railroad companies, con- 
cerning the trausportation of oil. 

Mr. Scott said the subpoena must have been 
drawn by a person outside*of the committee 
who desired to ect information to institute a 
private law suit. He held that a railroad com- 
pany should not be called upon for such ex- 
tensiye information, which would, he said, 
take a large number of employes to secure, and 
: half train ef cars to transport, to W ashing- 
Vll. 


pany, then addressed the committee. He said 
that he had been requested by the cemmittee, 
and had consented to ask ascoun:se! for them in 
the prosecution of trusts and particularly the 
Standard oil trust. He proposed, by the in- 
formation called for by the subpoena read by 
Mr. Scott, that railroads, and among them the 
Pennsylvania road had been guilty of discrim- 
ination by which the Standard Oi) company 
had maintained a monopoly of the production 
of ail.

BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 


Taxing Rolling Stock of Railreads—Liability 
of Kailroads for Accidents. ris 
Wasnineton, April 23.—-In the United 
States supreme court today a decision was 
rendered in the case of Morton Marye, suc- 
cessor to 8. Brown Allen, auditor of the state 
of Virginia, appellant, vs. the Baltimore and 
Ohio jlroad company, appeal from the cir- 
ouit court of the United St for the western 
district of Virginia. The auditor of the state 
assessed taxes for eleven years from 1870 to 
1331, amounting in the ,aggregate to $22,249 
against the rolling stogK,etc., of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. That company isa Mary- 
land corporation, but controls certain Virginia 
roads by virtue of leases under which the 
leased roads give it their track, terminal 
facilities, etc., while the Baltimore and Ohio 
furnishes rolling stock which, however, is not 
assigned especially to the leased roads, but is 
used interchangebly overthe whole system. The 
railroad company resisted the payment.of the 
tax on the ground that it applied only to do- 
mestic roads, and an injunction restrainin 
theauditor from seizing its property was oua 
by the circuit court. The case comes here on 
appeal from that court. This court holds that 
while it cannot be denicd thatthe state has 
the power by appropriate legislation to tax the 
rolling stock of the company, not organized 
under state laws, a careful purview of the act 
in question shows that it was intended to ap- 
ply only to domestic roads and not to ontside 
roads doing business within the state. Judg- 
ment aftirmed. Opinion by Justice Matthews. 
A decision was rendered in the case of the 
Missouri.Pacifie Railroad company, plaintiff, 
and §. Patrick Mackey, in _ error 
to the supreme court of state. of 
Kansas. The defendant in this case was em- 
ployed by the railroad. company, and was ine 
jured by the negligence of one of the com- 
pany’s engineers. He brought and recovered 
damages. In the trial the judge charged the 
jury to the effect that while at common law a 
master could not be held liable for ay injury 
sustained by one servant through the negli- 
ence of a fellow-servant, yet that this rule 
had been abnegated so far as railroads were 
concerned by a statute of the state of Kansas, 
which declares that a railroad shonid be liable 
for damages done to any employe by the care- 
lessness of a fellow-enrploye.. The railroad 
company objected to this charge, but the 
United States supreme court upholds it, and 
also the validity of the Kansas law at issue, 


‘which, it declares, simply extends the doctrine 


that a railroad shall be liable for injury to 
passengers and freight to the case of employes 
ofthe road. The objection that the law de- 
prives a railroad of equal protection of laws 
seems to rest upon the theory that legislation 
which is seotie) in its character is necessarily 
within the -constitutional inhibition, but 
fiothing can be further from the fact. <A great 
part of the legislation is special and is not ob- 
uoxious to the fourteenth amendment on that 
ground. The business of operating a railroad 
is aspecially hazardous one and would seem 
to call for special legislation. The business of 
other corporations is not subject to similar 
dangers to theiremployes and no objections 
therefore, can be made-to legislation on the 

It meets particular- 
y the necessity and railroad corporations are 
without distinction made subject to the same 
liabilities.

Disagreement in the Committee as to the 
Length of Time Allowed. 

WASHINGTON, April 235.—The committee on 
ways and means held a long meeting this 
morning, but failed to finally agree upon the 
length of time to be allowed for general de- 
bate on the tariff bill. 

The republican members of the committee 
asked that ten days of five hours each, or tifty 
hours in all, be allowed each side. . The demo- 
cratic members held that a shorter time syould 
suffice if evening sessions were held for debate 
only. 


the siim attendance which characterized them 
as contrasted with the day sessions, the~mein- 
bers compelled to speak at night weuld be 
placed at a disadvantage, 

The differences on the subject between the 
majority and minority of the committee do 
not seein to be serious, however, as if is cx- 
pected that an agreeement will be reached 
tomorrow, when another meeting will. be 
held. . 

The caucns of democratic representatives to- 
night brought together about 120 members. 
Its purpose was to receive the revort of the 
democratic members ofthe ways and means 
committee on the result of their efforts to 
arrive at an agreement with their republican 
colleagnes as tothe time to be alotted for 
general debate on the tariff bill. The republi- 
can ultimatum—fifty hours of daily sessions of 
the house for their side—was not received with 
favor when laid before the caucus by Mr. Mills, 
but a prolonged discussion, which was partici- 
pated in by many members, including Messrs. 
Seott, Holman and Hooker, failed to result in 
any plan that might fairly be expected to re- 
duce the time demanded by the republicans. 
An amendment to one of the resolutions, 
offered by Mr. Townshend, providing for the 
allowance of five days’ debate on each side of 
the house, received such a scanty support that 
it was dropped. 

The general sentiment of the caucus 
finally crystalized in the opinion that it would 
be inexpedient to attempt to limit the debate 
on the tariff at this time: that it would be best 
to resume immediately the consideration of 
the bill and work industriously at it, hoping 
that as the debate progressed the house would 
become wearied and be in humor to curtail it.

National Banks and Public Deposits—Letting 
. of Star Routes. 

WaAsnHinaton, April 23.—Acting Secretary 
Thompson has transmitted tothe senate, in 
compliance with the resolution of that body a 
list of national banks which are depositors of 
public moneys with the amount held by each 
on April 7th, to the credit of the treasurer. In 
the letter of transmittal, he informs the senate 
that no interest is paid by the national banks 
on public funds so deposited and that the place 
of baie is discretionary with the secretary. 
The amounts vary from $40,000 to more than 
$7,000,000, and aggregate more than 
$60,000,000.

Mr. Goldsmith, the proprietor of 
the wagonyard, made the complaint against 
Waldbaum and stated that he has been sleep» 
ing in ahorse trough in the wagonyard, and that 
all he has eaten for two weeks has 
been all husks of the corn he has taken from 
the horse troughs.

Panis, A 23.—In the chamber of d 
today M. Floquet, prime ministcr, agreed toa 
immediate débate on the interpellation of 
Count De,Martiivprey, regarding the appoint- 
ment ofa civilian (De Freycinet) as minister 
of war. The count declared Floquet’s action 
in making such appoiutment was revolutionary 
and would have a deplorable effect upon the 
army. 

The committee of the chamber of deputies } 
which was charged with consideration of the bill 
authorizing the Panama @anal company to issue 
a lottery loan, has appemted a new reporter 
and charged him to make a report to the ¢ham- 
ber in favor of the bill. 

Boulangist manifestation was made in the 
Quartier Latin at midnight. A party of 
students burned Boulanget in effigy. 

A final split has occurred in the French Pa- 
tridtic League, delegates refusing, by a vote of 
21 to 13, to sanction the nomination by the 
managing committée of Paul Konlead for hon- 
orary president of the league. The group of 
action conjointly with Deroulede have decided 
to reform the league on a new basis. 

In reply to the objections of Count de Mar- 
timprey to the appointment of a civilian as 
war minister, M. Floquet said that under the 
ancient monarchy there were as many civilian 
as military war minisfers. “The count ac- 
cuses ns of a revolutionary act. What is more 
revolutionary than to deseo & general into 
political agitations.”’ [Applause from the left 
center. |} 

The government thought that at the time 
when the ministry of war was taking such 
great steps tosecure administrative, scientific 
and material development, it was best te se- 
cure the services of a man competent to exe- 
cute their programmes: He reminded the 
chamber of the patriotism DelFreycinet dise 
=. in 1870 as chief of the military cabinet 
under Gambetta. [Applause.| DeFrevcinet 
declared) that he had not; sought 
the ce. e assumed it at 
Canne without solicitation, and would reply by 
his acts to the accusations of incompetence. 
He said the riational defence belonged entirely 
to the republicans to whom from France had 
been taken unarmed and beaten. 

He knew his duties as war minister and } 
would perform them with all his energyand 
patriotism equal to eventualities. In conclu- 
sion he said he reconed on the confidence of 
the chamber in order to accomplis!: his task. 

An order of the day expressing confidence 
in De Freycinet was then adopted by a vote of 
S77 to 175. 

The municipal council. after three hours 
violent discussion, today adopted an order of 
the day opposing the plebiseite, condemning 
the Boulangist campaign and declaring that 
the conncil is ready to place itself at the head 
of the people in order to save their liberties 
and preserve the republic. A vote of confi- 
dence in the ministry was also adopted. The 
council afterward discussed the motion of M. 
Hovelacque, demanding the immediate 
abolition of the presidency. 

It is probable that a duel between Council- 
ors Humbert and Hattat will result from the 
debate.

The Emperor Greets the Queen on Her Way 
to Berlin. 

Lonpoy, April 23.—Queen Victoria arrived 
at Innsbruck today, on her way from Florence 
to Berlin. Emperer Francis Joseph attired 
in the uniform of a field marshal, met her 
majesty at the depot, and the greeting between 
the two sovereigns wascordial. ‘The train had 
not quite come toa full stop when the queen 
rose to greet the emperor, who immediately 
entered the carand kissed her hand, and he 
then offered her his arm and escorted her toa 
finely decorated waiting room where an ela- 
borate luncheon was served.

Berwin, April 23.—The National Zeitung 
gives details of the late Emperor William’s 
will. The emperor left a fortune of 24,000,000 
marks. Of thissum, 3,000,000 marks is be- 
queathed to Empress Eugusta, and 1,000,000 
each to the grand duchess of Bacen and the 
crown prince and princess and Prince Hengy. 
Prince Henry also receives an estate, which 
was purchased for him, for the sum of 1,000,- 
000 marks, by the late emperor. 

A clause which was inserted in the will, in 
the emperor’s sixtieth year, gives to Emperor 
Frederick, 370,000 marks, and to the grand 
duchess of Baden, 250,000 marks. The crown 
tréasury receives 12,000,000 marks, and the re- 
mainder is absorbed in various bequests.

sidy, the condemned murderer, showed that 
jails, though new and strong, are not.there- 
fore regarded by the inmates as impossible to 
break. Cassidy is under sentence for life, and 
has moved for a new trial. Since his convic- 
tion Cassidy has taken a religious turn. The

@ committee to the jail every Friday. These 


ladies take tracts and scripture lessons to the | 


ers. Cassidy did not pay any attention 
‘to the visitors at first, but more recently he 


has. One of the ladies, speaking of him, 
says he takes quite an interest in the lessons 
now. He assists other prisoners to hear their 
lessons. Last Friday he appeared to be 
almost persuadad to sign the temperance 
pledge, and said that he would do it. He 
told one of his visitors that 
it was whisky that brought him 
where he is. His face has softened of late, 
added the lady, and his voice is more gentle 
than it used to be. 

His cell is on the second tier about the mid- 
dle of the corridor. During the night he rat- 
tled his door and called thesguard, James 
Dinon, who was in the corridor. Cassidy said 
he wanted to go the water closet. The guard 
unlocked Ca:sidy’s cell door and let him out in 
the corridor. A few minutes later the prisoner 
returned, and weno into his cell. -Dinon 
went up to close the deor. As he was pushing 
it to, Cassidy struck him a powerful ~ blow in 
the face. The guard was knocked down, and 
Cassidy then sprang on him with the ferocity of 
awild beast. He proceeded just as the murderer 
of Smith on Tybee beach. This is the murder 
Cassidy was convicted of. He fastened his 
fingers around the old man’s throat, and 
choked him until he was black in the face. 
Then he began beating the guard’s head 
against the concrete floor of the corridor. He 
struck the old man several blowsin the face 
with his fists, and there are marks on the face 
today that look asif they were made bya 

ick.

dhtdted Dinon at the top of his voice. A lit- 
tle dog outside of the corridor began barking 
violently.

FRUGAL FROST. : 


An Athenian’s Invention by Which Ice Be-. 
comes as Cheap as Water. 


AtTnens, Ga., April 23.—[ Special. }— Athens 
bids fair to becéme known to the world as the 
mother of inventions. But afew days ago, an 
Athens student astonished the scientific world 
with the invention of asimple substitute for 
the theodolyte ; before the news of this event 
has grown dim in the memory of our readers, 
we chronicle the completion of a more im- 
portant invention—one that is destindd to 
revolutionize one of the industries of the coun~ 
try, and that will put thousands of doflars in 
the pockets of the inventor. 

The invention consists of anapparatus which 
occnupies ne more space than a sewing machine 
requires, and is comparatively simple in con- 
strugion. It is very unpretentious In appéar 
ance, and nothingis exposed to view butan 
iron reservoir, a metal wheel and crank, @ 

lass receiver and a few tubes and gauges. 
Yet this little instrument is covered by patents 
in every civilized government, and has cost its 
inventor thousands éf dollars and years of 
time, And what is it to.accomplish? <A gallon 
of water in the receiver, a turn of the crank 
eight minutes, and you have ten. pounds 
glistening, crystal ice. 

‘The machine that. accomplishes all this is 
the ‘‘Zero” ice making machine, and was in- 
vented by Mr. Loyd Williams, a. former rési- 
dent. of Athens, but who went to Manchester, 
England, to perfect the invention. zs 

Mr. Williams will be remembered by visitors 
to Athens as the former manager of the Com- 
mercial hotel. He has always been of a me- 
chanical turn of mind, and while in Athens 
invented an ingenious machine for renovatin 
feathers. When his invention was patente 
he carried it to Atlanta and established a ren- 
ovating house on Mitchell sireet. He was 
particularly suceessfal with his venture, but 
during the whole of his stay in Atlanta his 
mind never los#the cherished idea of his ice 
machine. Finally he returned to Athens and 
went to work again upon his invention. Sev- 
eral difficulties that troubled him were at last 
overcome and he had cast at the Athens foun- 
dry a model of his machine. This was tested 
and he found,that ice could be made rapidly 
by his. process. Much difficulty was, 
however, ex perienced in obtaining 
a faultless casting for his vacuum 
pump and an_ acid proof absorber for 
sulphuric acid. Mr, Williams associated with 
him in his labors Mr. Archie Connacher, of 
Augusta, at that time superintendent of the 
phosphate works in that city. Eye means 
was tried to perfect the invention, and an. old 
room of the Commercial hotel contains. the 
num berless evidences of their unceasing offorts. 
Acting upon the advice of Mr. William Wil- 
liams, father of Mr. Loyd Williams, the m- 
ventors carried their model to England, where 
they hoped to secure suitable castings. In a 
letter from the inventor to Mr. Williams Tue 
CoNnsTITUTION’s correspondent read the story 
of their success, The machine has been per- 
fected and patented and accomplishés wonders 
beyond the hopes of its inventors. Accompa- 
nying the letter was a photograph of the model 
with the ice forming under the glass receiver. 
The principle employed in the manufacture of 
the ice is known asthe vacuum process, and 
neither ammonia nor freezing salts of any 
kind are used. Sulphuric acid is 
the only chemical employed, and 
as there is absolutely no wastage of material 
one gallon of the acid will dast for months. 


But the practical importance of the inven- [f 


tion is derived from the fact that the ice can 
be made in less than ten minutes at a cost of 
less than a fifth of acent per pound. The 
original outlay for the machine will be the 
only expense in making ice, and every family 
can have a machine in the kitchen, ready at a 
moment’s notice and at no expense to nranu- 
facture from one to three hundred pounds, as 
desired. It is difficult tovestimate the import- 
ance of this invention and its cempletion 
marks the beginning of an era when the heat 
of summer will be moderated fer all, and 
when the ice that cools the fevered lips of the 
pauper patient will be as plentiful as the crys- 
tal blocks that frost the gold-throated bottle of 
the prince as he sips his frapped cliquot,

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| SNUFFING THE “DUCKS" 
A Bill to Spat orig Sale of Cig- 


To District of Colambia Eoys Under Sixteen 
Years of Age—Proceedings of the 
Senate and House. 


Wasninetox, April 23.—Mr. Chace pre- 
sented petitions signed by 257- physicians, 86 
pastors of churches, and 554 superintendents, 
officers and teachers of public schools of the 
District of Columbia, asking legislation to pro- 
hibit the sale of cigars, cigarettos, or tobacco 
to boys under sixteen years of age. He said 
that signers of the petitions had investigated 
the subject with great care, and had become 
impressed with the belief that the matter was 
very grave and serious,..Mr. Stewart added 
that the use of cigarettes was destroying the 
rising generation, and affecting injuriously the 
prosperity of the country. The pettions were 
ordered printed as a public document. 

The senate joint resolution providing that 
public lands in Mississippi, Alabama and 
Arkansas, now subject to private entry, shall 
be disposed of according to provisions of the 
homestead laws only until the pending legisla- 
tion affecitng such lands shall be disposed of 
or until the present session of congress adjourn, 
was reported from the committee. Passed. 

The conference committee on the house joint 
resolution accepting the invitation of the 
French republic to take part in the interna- 
tional exposition at Paris, in 1889, was ordered, 
and Senators Sherman, Evarts and Brown 
were appointed. 

On motion of Mr. Call, the house substitute 
to the senate bill for a light or lights and other 
aids to navigation to guide to Charlotte har- 
bor, Florida, was concurred in. 

The bill prohibiting pool-selling. or book- 
making in Washington or Geergetown, was 
passed, 

[It does not embrace the entire District of 
Columbia, and it is said was «firmed soas to 
exclade from iis provisions the race track at 
Ivy City. | 

The bill to forfeit certain lands granted to 
railroads was tuken up, discussed for a time 
and laid aside without action, and the ‘‘animal 
industry’’ bill was taken up. 

Mr. Palmer, whois in charge of it, offered 
a substitute for it, which had been gotup, he 
said, in conjunction with a distinguished 
member of the judiciary committee. 

The substitute fJhaving been 
ordered printed, and the bill was laid aside 
until tomorrow. 

The international copyright bill was then 
taken up. 

Mr. Chace, who has charge of the bill. made 
astatement inits support. it came before 
congress, he said, under very different 
auspicies from any [previous bill on the same 
subject. Formerly, there had been opposition, 
Gither because of something contained in the 

biil or of something omitted from it. This bill, 
however, commanded the united, harmonious 
support of every interest connected with the 
subject—authors, pubiishers and printers. The 
purpose sought to be accoinplished by it was 
to secure foreign authors, compilers and artists 
the same privilege of copyright as was granted 
bv the Lnited States statutes to American 
authors and artists. 

After stating the terms of copyright laws in 
other countries, he said that the American 
people were buccaneers on the great ocean of 
literature. 

Mr. Morrill offered an amendment to 
the following proviso: 

Provided, That the publishers of newspapers 
or other periodicals in the United States shall 
be allowed to copy in their publications any 
articles that may appear in newspapers or 
other periodicals of any foreign country; and 
for that purpose (but not for sale) shall be al- 
lowed to import such newspapers and other 
periodicals. 

Mr. Vance moved toinsert a proviso that 
newspapers, inagazines and periodicals shall 
not be entitled to a copyright. 

Mr, Beck suggested why not have free trade 
as regards books among all cuuntries. Then 
the American people would get books cbeaply, 
and everybody would be protected ut home 
and abroud. That would be faif &8 atve«a~ 

Mr. Chace—Perhaps that might be done, if 
foreign countries Would agree to it, 

Mr. Beck--Suppose we make the offer 
them that evergthing of theirs will come 
free if they willallow everything of ours 
them free’ 

Mr. Chase—Is the senator prepared for that? 

Mr. Beck—Yes. : 

Mr. Chace-—-Will you extend that to all kinds 
‘of property ” 

Mr. beck—To free books, 

Mr. Chace—This “red rag’’ of free trade and 
protection, which is disturbing the senator, has 
no more to do with the bill than it has with 
the approach of the next comet. The most ar- 
dent advocates of the bill were the strongest 
free traders. Of course books could be got 
cheaper if they were stolen; but, if the law 
does not impose a penalty for such theft, the 
penalty is still inevitable. 

The bill went over without action till to- 
morrow. - 

On motion of Mr. Call the senate Dill to 
change the limit of appropriation for the pub- 
lic building at Koy West to $175,000 and ap- 
propriating the additional sum of $67,000 was 
taken from the calendar and passed.

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GENERAL RICKETT’S WIDOW. 


The House Passes the Senate Bill Granting 
Her a Pension. 

WaASHINGTON, April 24,—The speaker laid 

before the house an invitation to participate in 
the celebration of the centennial anniversay 
of the inauguration of George Washington, to 
be held in New York, April 20,1889. Referred 
to the committee on jrdiciary. 
» The pending business coming over from the 
Friday night session was the senate bill gran t- 
ing a pension of $100 a month to the widow of 
Geiferal James B. Ricketts, with an amend- 
meut reducing’ the rate to $75. Mr. Cheadle. 
of Indiana, opposed the bill, a§ it was still fur- 
ther extending liberal discrimination in favor 
of the widows of officers and _ against 
the widows of private. soldiers. It 
was time that the house should calia halt 
in -the enactment of special pensions, The 
officers of the army had not made all the sac- 
rifices; the Zen of the musket had made the 
sacrifices necessary to save the life of the 
union. 

Mr. Bland, while in favor of liberal pensions 
to widows of soldiers who lost their lives dur- 
ing the war, or who died from wounds received 
in service, was opposed to singling out those 
moving in the aristocratic circles for special 
gratuity. 

Mr. Kandall eulogized the services of Gen- 
eral Ricketts in the Mexican, Semimole and 
civil wars, and stated that his widow, who 
would be a recipient of a pension, had render- 
ed the service of nurse for many months 
among the union prisoners of Libby prison. 

Mr. O’ Neill, of Pennsylvania, thought that 
no more gallant soldier ever lived than Gen- 
eral Ricketts, and he bore testimony to the 
humanity and kindness which Mrs. Ricketts 
bad always displayed toward veterans of the 


war. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill 
as amended passed, 

Under call of the states, resolutions were in- 
troduced and referred directing the committee 
on merchant marino and fisheries to make a 
sweeping investigation into the Alaska fur 
sea) fisheries, and calling upon the secretary 
of the treasury for information upon the sub- 
ject of these fisheries. ss 

By Mr. Springer, of Illinois, a concurrent 
resolution for the appointment of a jointsen- 
ate and house committee, whose duty“it shall 
be to inquire into the best method of relieving 
congress from the consideration of private 
measures of all kinds. 

By Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, for tho 
appointment of a committee to inquire into the 
intellectual and industrial progress of the col- 
ored.race since 1805. 

This being the day devoted to the considera- 
tion of bills relating to the District of Colum- 
bia, Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, moved 
that the house go into committee of the Whole 
upon such measures. But friends of the river 
and arbor bill defeated the motion—yeds 55 
nays 106. 

Mr. Hemphill yielded to the expressed sen- 
timent of the house and surrendered the floor,

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_& Smecessful Cotton Planter. 

Your Uncle Primus Jones is again mak- 
ing arrangements to send the first bale of 
the new crop of cotton to. market. His 
first planting was made in January and this 
was kiJled outright. His next planting was 
made during the first week in February, 
and the other day he carried to the office 
of the Albany Newe and Advertiser a stalk 
of cotton nine inches high which bore an 
incipient bloom ‘known as a square. 

This stalk was taken from a field contain- 
ing one hundred and fifty aores of just such 
cotton. Mr. Jones, who is a farmer of 
many Years experience, says that he has 
never before seen squares on cotton in the 
month of April. Heretofore, the earliest 
date on which he has. observed a cotton 
square was the 10th of May, but he has 
improved on his observation, and is now 
able to show squares on the 21st of April. 

Mr. Jones informed the reporter of the 
News and Advertiser, to whom he. exhib- 
ited his cotton plant, that the field from 
which it was taken was ‘‘chopped”’ out and 
brought to astand during the last week in 
Mareb. It has already been hoed twice 
and plowed over twice. It is fertilized very 
highly, and Mr. Jones expects to get a very 
early bale from it. 

He has exercised great care.in improving 
his planting seed from year to year, and he 
attributes hissuccess in marketing early cot- 
ton largely to this fact. He saves the seed 
from the first cotton that opens, and he says 
it-isa fact observed by his neighbors that his 
cotton, planted when they plant theirs, 
always matures from two to three weeks in 
advance of theirs. 

In the course of his talk to the News and 
Advertiser, Mr. Jones remarked that he 
always platits his crop forall he can get. 
Last yearshe made twenty-cight bales to the 
mule, and fe is satisfied that he ought to do 
better. He is practicing the intensive sys- 
tem of farming and he says it is the only 
sensible way of cultivating the soil. 

The fact also crops out in Mr. Jones’s 
interview with the reporter of the News and 
Advertiser that he has not been sending 
early bales to market merely for the sake of 
the notoriety of the thing. His hobby for 
raising early cotton is based on his experi- 
ence with the crop, and he has demonstra- 
- ted to his own satisfaction dhat the sooner 
cotton is forced-to maturity in his section. of 
the state the larger the yield. 

fe is convinced that early cotton is less 
liable tobe hurt by the disasters that an- 
nually overtake the cropin more southern 
latitudes. His experience is that cater- 
- pillars-never destroy the fields that are well 
advanced, and thatthe antumnal storms do 
not find so much open cotton to blow out 
and stain. Mr. Jones has therefore pur- 
sued a policy of persistently planting early, 
manuring highly and working rapidly. 

Here, then, is a happy theory pushed for- 
ward by a man of energy and action, and 
the combination is as irresistible in farming 
as it would be in any other business.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
thai-for the week ending Friday, the total 
receipts have reached 27,980 bales, against 
28,504 bales last week, 39,563 the previous 
week and 33,396 bales three weeks since, 
making the total receipts since the first of 
September, 1887, 5,190,084 bales against 
5,107,013 bales for the same period of 1886- 
87, showing an increase since September 1, 
1887, of 78,071 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a 
total of 54,312 bales, of which 20,603 were 
to Great Britain, 2,172 to France and 11,537 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
230,000 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 5,754 bales, including 
4,050 for export, 1,704 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 45,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight of 57,901 bales 
as compared with the game date of 1887, an 
increase of 9,231 bales as compared with the 

corresponding date of 1886 and an increase 
of 1,318 bales as compared with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 17,855 bales and are 117,- 
334 bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 6,851 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the receipts 
atall the towns are 8,386 bales more than 
for the same time in 1886-7. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,383,580 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 5,166,059 bales; in 1885-6 
‘were 5,254,375 bales. Although the receipts 

at the outports the past week were 27,980 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
‘was only 9,491 bales, the balance being tak- 

en from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 

“for the samre week were 2,282 bales and for 

"1886 they were 19,486 bales. The increase 
dn amount in sight, as compared with last 

“year, is 398,200 bales, the inerease .as com- 
pared with 1885-6 is 397,634 bales and the 
increase over 1884-5 is 1,080,764 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speeulation 
in cotton fer future delivery at New York 
has. been rather dull for the week under -re- 
view and the fluctutationsin prices were with- 
in narrow limits. The opening was depressed 
-by a variety of influences. But on Monday 
there was considerable strength shown ; 
‘there was in the first place more doing for 
export, which rumors raised toa large move- 
ment, the receipts at the ports were small, 
and thestocks began to show a rapid dipine 
ution. On Tuesday the bull movement. re- 
ceived a severé set-back under the reports 
from Berlin of the relapse of Emperer Fred- 


erick of Germany, a marked destinn slay,

A most important meeting, for the pur- 
pose of promoting immigration to the 
southern states,is to be held at Hot Springs, 
North Carolina, this week, beginning to- 
morrow, and the_proceedings of this econ- 
vention may accomplish more practical re- 
sults toward inducing immigration to the 
south than anything which has yet been 
done. | 

Among the promoters of the meeting are 
Presidents Scott, of the Richmond and 
Danville, John Inman,of the Richmond Ter- 
minal, Norton, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Th@mas, of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, Alexander, of the Cen- 
tral, Plant, of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, and a number of other leading 
officials of the most important southern 
railroads. The -governors of several of the 
southern states will be present, with pron. 
inent citizens from all parts of the south, 
Governor Gordon leaving Atlanta this af- 
ternoon to attend the meeting. Among 
other distinguished personages to be pres- 
ent is Cardinal Gibbons, who is in hearty 
sympathy withthe movement to bring about 
immigration to the southern states. All of 
the prominent southern railroads will be 
represented at the meeting, and it is not at 
all improbable that the result of this con- 
ference will mark anew era in southern 
immigration. 

It is yery fortunate for the south that the 
railroads are beginning to turn their atten- 
tion to the matter of encouraging immi- 
gration this wity. Without their .¢o-opera- 
tion no substantial results could ever have

The Dakota Question. 

By a strict. party vote the bill admitting 
South Dakota into the union as a-state 
passed the senate; but it has two more 
gauntlets to run before the territory can be 
divided and the southern half admitted into 
the union. 

It is not probable that either the house or 
the president, both of which authorities will 
have to acton the measure before the new 
state can be created, will look upon. the 
matter in the same favorable light as did the 
republican senate; and it may be said that 
the chances of the admission of south Da- 
kota are at present exceedingly slim. 

Those who championed the measure in 
the senate urged that the people of Dakota, 
by a great majority, demand that the terri- 
r tory be divided, and the more populous half 
be admitted into the union. The demo- 
crats opposed it for several reasons, chief 
among which was that they objected to the 
division of the territory. It is more than 
probable that the, democratic majority of:the 
house will take a similar stand, and that if 
the republicans insist on the passage of the 
measure dividing the territory, that the bill 
will meet certain defeat; and it is right that 
it should, for it is bad policy to make any 
changes.in the political divisions of any of 
the states .or territories. If this is once 
started there is no guarantee that partisan 
‘motives -will.not at .some time use the pre- 
ecedent in furtherance of unwise and dan- 
gerous legislation. Since democratic Texas 
was admitted into the union as a single 
state there is no reason why republican Da- 
kota should be divided. 

Senator Vest announced in the ‘senate 
that he would vote for the bill if it pro- 
vided for the.admission of the territory into 
the union as one state, but.the republicans 
would not agree to this. When the ques- 
tion comes up for discussion in the house 
the republicans .will probably be met with 
the same proposition, and if they agree there 
is no,reason why the bill should not be 
passed; but if they insist on the division of 
the territory the democrats should and will 
defeat the bill.

_ The state convention of the national prohi- 
bitionists will meet at the state capitol, iu rep- 
recentatives’ hall,at noon today. There was a 
very Jarge and enthusiastic meeting of the 
party club last nightat which the preliminaries 
for the convention today were arranged.
